I hope you had a tremendous weekend! It was a momentous week here in Washington, with the midterm elections on 
Tuesday and President Obama beginning a major trip overseas to promote U.S. exports. Below you'll find a brief update 
on this week in the White House Office of Faith-based and Neighborhood Partnerships and the broader Obama 
administration. 

Helping Americans Struaalina with Addiction 

Our Office has been a key supporter of a federal program called "Access to Recovery" and we've worked to make sure 
that this program receives continued funding. Access to Recovery helps individuals purchase substance treatment 
services from faith-based and other nonprofit organizations, which ensures that thousands of folks struggling with 
addiction have the support they need. We spoke with Access to Recovery grantees this week; check out this blog nn st 
describing how these partnerships save lives every day. And if you're familiar with good recovery programs and models 
that our Office should know about, please drop me a line ! 

"Encouraging News...But Not Good Enough" 

On Friday morning there was some encouraging news about the economic recovery: we gained 159,000 private sector 
jobs this month, bringing the total number of private jobs gained since the beginning of the year to 1.1 
million. President Obama offered remarks after the numbers were announced explaining what the latest figures 
mean. Check them out here (and let's hope this positive trend continues). 

Meeting with the National Council of Churches 

On Monday, I joined President Obama for an outstanding meeting with the National Council of Churches to celebrate 
the NCC's legacy of service to our country. The President met with over 20 NCC leaders in the Roosevelt Room of the 
White House for an in-depth discussion of some of the most pressing issues facing our country and our world from 
poverty here at home to foreign policy and international development. Religion News Service profiled the meeting in 
this article and PBS has some great video from meeting participants here . 

Promoting Americg in Asia 

President Obama left this week on an international trip focusing on boosting American exports to Asian markets and 
creating new jobs here at home. He's heading to India, Indonesia, South Korea and Japan. As a part of the trip, trade 
transactions were announced exceeding $14.9 billion in total value - enough to support 53,670 U.S. jobs. You can learn 
more about the trip here .

See below for a brief update on the previous 
week in the White House Office of Faith-based and Neighborhood Partnerships and the broader Obama Administration. 

Procurement Reform to Advance International Development 

Our faith-based office at the U.S. Agency For International Development (USAID) is helping to lead that agency's work on 
Procurement Reform. This work is intended to make it easier for non-governmental organizations to do business with 
USAID by increasing competition, strengthening the capacity of local organizations, and expanding partnerships with a 
larger number of NGOs. Last week we hosted a training for USAID Mission Staff on how they can better engage NGOs 
around the world ; check out this bloe post from Ari Alexander describing that effort. 

Honoring America's Veterans: "We Remember" 

During his trip to Asia, President Obama spent Veterans Day at Yongsan Army Garrison in Seoul, South Korea with 1 400 
American military personnel, families, and veterans from the Korean War. 

The President reflected , "I want all of you to know when you come home your country is going to be there for you That 
is the commitment I make to you as Commander-in-Chief. That is the sacred trust between the United States of America 
and all who defend its ideals....lt's a trust that's been forged in places far from our shores: from the beaches of Europe 
to the jungles of Vietnam, from the deserts of Iraq and the mountains of Afghanistan to the peninsula where we stand 
today."

Solutions Over Politics-Middle Class and Low Income Tax Cuts and Unemployment Benefits To Be Extended In Time 
for Holidays * 

Last night, President Obama announced that there was an agreement for a bipartisan framework to extend tax cuts for 
the middle class and extend unemployment for Americans who are struggling. In exchange for tax cuts for the 
wealthiest Americans, which Republicans demanded, we will be able to prevent taxes from rising on January 1 st and 
unemployment insurance from ending for working families struggling to get by. 

Also, some little-noticed but critical elements of this proposal: it extends the Earned Income Tax Credit that helps 
families climb out of poverty; and the $1,000 child tax credit will be extended for two years. The plan also includes a 
new, partially refundable tax credit of up to $2,500 to help students and their families cover the cost of college 
tuition. For the first time ever, many of these tax-cuts have become refundable, benefiting the lowest income 
families. These provisions will, together, provide ongoing tax cuts to 12 million lower income families, with a total of 24 
million children living at or on the brink of poverty. 

As the President stated last night: "We cannot play politics at a time when the American people are looking for us to 
solve problems. I am confident that this needs to get done, and I'm confident ultimately Congress is going to do the right 
thing. " 

Good News for Children and Families! 

On December 2, Congress passed the "Healthy, Hunger-Free Kids Act"-legislation that will make sure fewer kids face 
hunger. The legislation is also an important piece of the First Lady's Let's Move! Initiative, as it will drastically improve 
the quality of meals that children receive in school and combat childhood obesity. So many faith-based and 
neighborhood organizations helped us move this critical legislation forward, and I want to express my hearty thanks to 
all the folks that pushed this bill forward. 

Launching "Let's Move: Faith and Communities" 

Speaking of Let's Move!, I joined First Lady Michelle Obama and our faith/neighborhood teams at HHS, USDA and CNCS 
to launch Let's Move: Faith and Co mmunities last week. This initiative, led by the First Lady, will engage and empower 
faith-based and neighborhood organizations to solve the problem of child obesity in their own communities. We had a 
great conference call kicking of this new effort over 4,000 participants. Personal story: at my dad's church in Nashville, 
Tennessee they've kicked off a "Biggest Loser" challenge to encourage folks to get healthy and fight heart disease and ' 
diabetes. If you're familiar with other good examples at the intersection of faith and fitness, please drop us a line ! 

The United States, and Faith-based Office. Support Israel After Carmel Fires

Following a major forest fire in Carmel, Israel which claimed dozens of lives and forced the evacuation of over 17,000 
Israelis, our Office at the Agency for International Development helped to coordinate USAID's response to this 
devastating tragedy. Check out this post for an update on the government's response. President Obama also called 
Prime Minister Netanyahu to offer condolences and to reiterate that America will continue to assist Israel's efforts to 
respond to the fires and protect its citizens. 



President Obama Announces Landmark Trade Deal 



After six years of negotiations, President Obama left South Korea last month without securing a U.S. / Korea trade deal 
for one reason: it didn't do the job for American workers. A few weeks later, we've reached a much stronger trade deal 
which should boost American exports and support jobs. President Obama announced the Agreement on Saturday 
morning, and he urged bipartisan support in Congress. Let's hope that happens.
